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44 Students 
Hurt As Fire 
Guts School

BELLPORT, N.Y . (AP)—"The 


kids behind were screaming and 
pushing," David Hassell said. "I 
was lerrified." 


From a bed crowded into a hos- 


pital corridor the 18-year-old seni- 
or described the panic of a flash 
fire that trapped scores of stu-1 


dents on the second floor of the 
Bellport High School Friday. 


The state fire commissioner was 


sent from Albany to help investi- 
gate the blaze. 


Hassell was shoved through a 


window and broke both kneecaps 
landing on a paved area. 


The smoke, flames and frantic 


plunges to earth injured 44 stu- 
dents and a teacher. Injured crit- 
ically were Hassell, John Allers, 
13, and fireman Richard Harrow. 
They, plus 34 others, were in 
Brookhaven 
Memorial 
Hospital 


early today. The other 7 were 
treated and released. 


"Thank God, no one is dead!" 


said Thomas Feeney, principal of 
the school in this eastern Long 
Island village of 2,500 about 75 
miles east of New York City. 


The fire started in the ceiling 


of the combination auditorium 
gymnasium in Ihe old wing—buill 
in 1919—of Ihe school, apparenlly 
from defeclive wiring, according 
lo Ihe firsl guesses of fire author- 
ities. 


Feeney, alerted by two girl stu- 


dents, saw it first as "a circle of 
flame about a yard in diameter 
in the ceiling of Ihe gym." 


As the alarm was being sounded, 


smoke and flames raced through 
the ventilating system. "When I 
turned around the fire was chasing 
me down the hall," Feeney said. 


About 900 students and 65 teach- 


ers were in the building when the 
alarm sounded about 2 p.m.—15 
minutes before school was to be 
dismissed. '

WASHINGTON (AP)—Secretary 


of State Dean Rusk said today 
there is growing discontent in 
Cuba and several hundred thou- 
sand Cubans have indicated they 
want to flee Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro's regime.. 


"The 
economic 
situation 
is 


grim," Rusk said. "There is evi- 
dence of great and growing dis 
content on thai island. 


"The facl that a couple of nun 


dreds of thousands of Cubans have 
given up all their material posses- 
sions and left Cuba to seek free 
dom abroad since the beginning of 
this present regime would indicate 
that Cuba is not a satisfactory 
place in which to live now. 


"Our information is that severa 


hundred thousands of these Cu 
bans have indicated their desire 
to leave the country if possible." 
Rusk spoke in a recorded radio 
interview for an AFL-CIO pro- 
gram, 


"There is no question whatever 


in my mind that the Cuban pocple 
will again be free," he said. "But 
we cannol be precise loclay aboul 
jusl how and when this will come 
aboul.

Rejection

WASHINGTON (AP) — Admin- 


istration sources predicted today 
that if Congress trims President 
Kennedy's tax cut proposal and 
rejects most of his reforms, Ken- 
nedy will come back with a 1964 
lax bill stressing reforms.

The hotel bellhop may be a vic- 


tim of progress. Indications are 
that as the popularity of motels 
grows, the bellhop is disappearing 
from the scene.. 


"People just don't need a bell- 


hop anymore,' 'says Ricks Hall, 
bell captain at the Mountain Inn 
Hotel in Fayetteville. "They drive 
right up to their doors and carry 
their own bags in." 


Hall said he thought his hotel 


had met the competition 
from 


motels by modernizing 
and be- 


coming an auto hotel. He says 
that the modernization has affect- 
ed his business considerably. 


"There are lots of people in the 


hotel," he said, "But if they want 
something they go out and get it 
themselves. 


With the exception of hotels in 


the Little Rock and Hot Springs 
areas, this appears ot be the sit- 
uation throughout the state. 


An Association Press poll of bell- 


hops in every section of Arkansas 
showed that most are concerned 
"with business leaving hotels to 
take advantage of the convenience 
of motels. 


Because of this hotels have been 


forced 
to reduce their 
bellhop 


staffs 


"I remember when we used to 


have seen men on a shift," said a 
Fort Smith bell captain, "now we 
have 
only 
two and 
they 
sit 


around most of the time." 


The bell captain, who said he 


had been with his hotel for 37 
years, said that business had been 
getting progressively worse since 
World War II. 


In Little Rock and Hot Springs, 


hotels seem to be holding their 
own. 


Maceo L. Butler, bell captain at 


the 
Hotel 
Arlington 
in 
Hot 


Springs said that his hotel had 
shown an increase in guests for 
the past five years. 


Butler pointed out that racing 


season at Oaklawn Park in Hot 
Springs always bring good crowds, 
but he said business for the bell- 
hops during racing season wasn't 
as good as during other times of 
the year. 


After the close of racing season 


Butler said he expected a differ- 
ent type of clientele that would 
be freer with tips., 


"The racing crowd doesn't tip 


very well." Butler said. He said 
the best tippers were the people 
who would be visiting the Arling- 
ton to take advantage of the 
health facilities. 


"These people," he said, "Do 


not like to associate with the rac- 
ing crowd and will begin to show 
up after Oaklawn Park closes."

Confusion in 
Cuba Takes 
3 Directions

WASHINGTON iAP)-The Cu- 


ban confusion takes three direc 
(ions. What really happened in 
the Cuban 
invasion 
of 1961? 


What's happening in Cuba now? 
What's the United States going to 
do about it? 


President Kennedy could clear 


up the first but is reluctant. He 
probably doesn't yet have the an- 
swer to the other two So Cuba will 
stay high in the news, but foggy. 


The more confused the news, 


the more the Kennedy administra- 
tion 
stands to be hurt by be- 


wildered public reaction. 


Right 
after 
the 
merican- 


backed invasion of their homeland 
by Cuban refugees fell on its face 
two years ago, Kennedy said he 
thought the facts of the matter 
would come out in due time. 


They've been coming out in bits 


ever since, including kennedy's 
announcement, shortly after the 
invasion collapsed in the Bay of 
Pigs, that he took full responsi- 
bility for it. 


As some of the facts leak out 


even language, which seemed to 
have no particular significance at 
the time, takes on a special 
meaning. 


For example, on April 12, 1961, 


a few days before the invasion, 
Kennedy said: . 


"This government will do every- 


thing it can to make sure that 
there are no Americans involved 
in any action inside Cuba!" Now 
the word "inside" looks a lot 
more meaningful than it did then, 


Later it was disclosed, but in a 


confused way, that four Ameri- 
cans were killed while taking part 
in the invasion. It seems, although 
it hasn't been made clear, they 
were not taking part "inside" 


uba but outside it over water. 
To add to the obscurity of what 


they were doing, there's one ver- 
sion which says they were flying 
combat planes and another which 
says they were flying a cargo 
plane. 


And Wednesday Kennedy, for 


:he first time, confirmed the fact 
that any Americans took a direct 
Dart in the invasion at all al- 
though, if he had revealed it 
earlier, there wouldn't have been 
any surprise now. 


He refused to give details but 


said the men "were serving their 
country." 


A few hours later Arkansas 


Gov. Orval E. Paubus said 12 Ar- 
kansas National Guardsmen were 
recruited by the federal govern- 
ment for the invasion and some of 
:he flew combat missions at the 
Bay of Pigs although all are home 
now. 


Still later Maj. Gen. W. P. Wil- 


son, head of the Ah- National 
Guard, said that to his knowledge 
no Guardsmen from 
Arkansas 


were involved in flying combat at 
the Bay of Pigs. 


More of the invasion facts will 


probably dribble out, adding more 
confusion, unless Kennedy decides
